MISSOULA, Mont. (AP) - A 
smokejumper is somewhat like a 
frail judo expert who dimfos into 
th? ring with a heavyweight. 
He faces a larger, and stronger 
foe. But he knows that one swift, 
precise Mow— if timed and placed 
correctly—can 
topple 
his oppo­ 
nent. 
An elite corps of 175 men, on 
standby at 
Missoula throughout 
the summer, can be ready in min­ 
utes to fly to any area in the 
nation. Actually, most jumps oc­ 
cur in the Pacific Northwest, prin- 
(-pally Montana and Idaho. But 
Missoula-based 
men 
also 
para- 
cliute into fires rn Alaska or New 
Mexico. 
I indicated in 1964 by President 
Eisenhower. the Missoula smoke­ 
jumper 
center 
was 
officially 
named the Missoula Aerial Fire 
Depot. The site includes a sizable 
training area that looks much like 
an Army paratrooper school. It 
is the largest of eight such facili­ 
ties in the nation.

“We take considerable pride in 
our training program," says Hen­ 
ry J. Vkhe. air operations officer. 
“We’ve made 56.000 jumps since 
1940 without a fatality caused dur­ 
ing the descent or landing. 
"About 1.000 young men apply 
for ianokejumper duty at Missoula 
each summer. We take about 60 
of them.

"Eighty per cent of the fires 
still are small when we get to 
them. We're able to confine them 
quickly.” 
First-year men are paid 12.20 
an hour—a rate that also applies 
for overtime.

THE ARCHAIC WORLD OF MAO TS E-TUNG 
To Americans, it is rather obvious that the 
Negroes' push for protection of their rights under 
the Fourteenth Amendment is part and parcel of 
the aspiration of a people for acceptance as mem­ 
bers of the great U. S. middle class. The Negro 
wants to be like eveiybody else, a person who can 
own property, speak as he wishes, be served a cup 
of coffee anywhere without encountering ani­ 
mosity, and get a job without reference to m at­ 
ters of pigmentation. 
To certain areas of the outer world, however, 
the surge of the Negroes has “proletarian” over­ 
tones. This delusion has had its most pronounced 
effect in Red China, where, according to a report 
printed in the weekly bulletin put out by the 
Taiwan Chinese in New York City, the Mao Tse- 
tung government has "set up a .special agency 
for the purpose of promoting racial strife in the 
United States and elsewhere.” Mao evidently 
takes his “leadership of the world's colored peo­ 
ple” with great seriousness for ho has put his 
new agency under the direction of three extremely 
influential Red Chinese Pooh-bahs, They are Liu 
Ning-i, chairman of the Communist All China 
Federation of Trade Unions, Liu Chang-sheng, 
president of the Red China-Africa Friendship 
Association, and Liao Cheng-chi. chairman of the 
Overseas Chinese Affairs Commission. 
"The speedy development of the struggle of 
American Negroes.” said Mao in a 1,000-wo rd 
statement accompanying the announcement of 
the creation of the new "racial strife” unit, "is a 
manifestation of the sharpening class struggle 
and national struggles within the United States 
. . . I call upon the workers, peasants, revolu­ 
tionary intellectuals . . . to unite against the 
racial discrimination practiced by U. S. imperial­ 
ism and to support the American Negroes in their 
struggle against racial discrimination.” As for 
the Kennedy civil rights program, it is, to Mao, 
"two-faced tactics . . . an attem pt to lull the 
fighting will of the Negro people and to deceive 
the masses throughout the country.” Mao is not 
against accepting help from "enlightened” whites, 
but Kennedy, to him, is not enlightened. 
Mao’s statement was issued ostensibly at the 
request of Robert F. Williams, a North Carolira 
Negro who, according to the Taiwan Chinese news 
bulletin, "has sought refuge in Cuba.” Since many 
of Cuba’s Negroes are risking their lives daily to 
escape from Fidel Castro’s paradise, Mr. Wil­ 
liams's choice of abode can hardly be taken as a 
true expression of his race’s opinion or its will. 
What impresses one chiefly about Mao Tse- 
tung’s reaction to the American Negroes’ demands 
is its archaic flavor. Tile Red Chinese dictator sees 
the world through the spectacles of forty years 
ago. Those were the days when our Lorthrop 
Stoddards and our Madison Grants were writing 
books that bore such titles as "The Rising Tide 
of Color” and "The Passing of the Great Race.” 
In fighting a war against the "Nordic” suprema­ 
cist, Hitler, however, Americans rather lost their 
taste for books that envisioned the future as a 
great w ar of the races. Even the European and 
American Communists, though they manifestly 
continue to fish in the troubled waters of local 
racial demonstrations for "rights,” gave up on 
the apocalyptic ideas that Mao Tse-tung is now 
embracing. A generation ago the European and 
American Communists were calling for "selfdr- 
termination of the American black b elt” But 
when it became clear to them that only the Black 
Muslims want "self-determination” in a "belt” of 
their own, the European and American Commu­ 
nists decided to make a right-about-face and re­ 
turn to the world of reality. 
Mao’s decision to try to make the world a 
racial shambles ignores the whole underlying mo­ 
tive of the American Negro organizations that are 
behind the current drives for "equality.” The 
Negro wants to be "integrated” in a social con­ 
text that is entirely middle class. Ho wants to be 
able to live in a suburb, to have a refrigerator 
and a television set in a house that is financed 
tinder conventional mortgage arrangements, and 
to drive a Detroit-made car to a non-discrim- 
inatory beach. He wants conventional schooling 
of a type that will enable him to hold down a job 
with a capitalistic corporation. 
Maybe the Negro, in pushing for Federal help 
in getting his desires in states that are slow to 
respond, is straining the U. S. Constitution, which 
left the protection of civil liberties to local au­ 
thorities under the Tenth Amendment. But what­ 
ever the Constitutional aspects of the struggle 
may be, the Negro wants to rise in the American 
world, hot fall, He is not interested in being a 
“proletarian"; he wants to be right up there with 
the middle class Jonses.

Who Is Going to Organize 
Criminal Assault Victims? 


BY DAVID L A W R E N C E 


WASHINGTON—If a "March 
on Washington” is the most ef­ 
fective way nowadays to attract 
national attention, who will or­ 
ganize the next "march”? 
Civil rights are supposed to in­ 
clude the right to be safe from 
robbery, from assault, from rape, 
from murder. These rights are 
presumably guaranteed by those 
provisions 
in 
the Constitution 
which protects the "life, liberty, 
and property” of all citizens. 
Orlando W. Wilson., Superin­ 
tendent of Police in the City of 
Chicago, said recently; 
"Everybody seems to be organ­ 
izing today to protect civil liber­ 
ties. I would like to organize 
the victims of criminal assaults 
who have been robbed and raped 
in our streets." 
Mr. Wilson is a leading au­ 
thority on police work, having 
served as police chief in other 
cities and as dean of the School 
of Criminology of the University 
of California before going to Chi­ 
cago. He said in a speech this 
month to a committee of the 
American Bar Association: 
Crime is overwhelming our 
society . . . In 
the 
name 
of 
protecting 
individual 
liberties, 
we 
are 
permitting 
so 
many 
technicalities to creep into our 
system of criminal justice that 
we are no longer convicting a 
sufficiently high proportion of 
guilty criminals.” 
T ells of Frustration

Federal Bureau of Investigation 
is quoted as saying: 
Difficult Persuasion 
"It’s very difficult for law- 
enforcement people to take the 
view that crime is a disease and 
that every person who commits 
a crime is mentally ill. It s very 
difficult to tell a policeman who 
has stood befre the blazing gun 
of a hardened criminal that he’s 
just facing some mentally ill 
person who should be put away* 
for a while. 
"If a person is adjudged in­ 
sane by competent authorities 
and his incarceration adminis­ 
tered properly, then we in law 
enforcement can have no kick. 
But when that person is released 
to prey upon the public, w* are 
appalled." 
The House of Representatives 
has passed a bill providing for a 
change in criminal law that will 
help the police in the nations 
capital, which is governed solely 
by Federal laws. Hie Senate, 
however, is under pressure to 
block the effort with opposition 
coming from so-called "liberal” 
groups and organizations which 
are more concerned with safe­ 
guards for the ‘’civil rights" of 
those accused of crimes.

Electrocardiogram Monitors 
Heart Victim’s Recovery 
By WAYNE G. BRAN DST A DT, MD. 
Newspaper Enterprise Assn. 
Q—Why does a doctor want an electrocardio­ 
gram every two to four weeks when he doesn’t 
give me any medicine for a heart condition? 
A—The 
electrocardiogram greatly amplifies 
and records the electric currents that are asso­ 
ciated with the muscular action of the heart. 
Abnormalities of electric conduction in any 
part of the heart caus* characteristic changes in 
the recorded wave*. 
This makes the ECG especially valuable in 
diagnosing different kinds of disturbed rhythm 
and damage to the heart muscle caused by block­ 
ing of one of the coronary arteries. 
Unfortunately, an EGG can In no way be— 
used to predict a coronary heart attack bul, 
after aitch an attack, it la of great value in 
following the progress of recovery. 
For this reason, a series of ECG’s would be 
requested. 
If you have had a coronary attack 
you will have had a period of bed rest with grad­ 
ually increasing activity. 
Drugs are useful for 
seme aspects of the treatment following an at­ 
tack. but in many patients are not essential. 
—What causes stones to form in the sali­ 
vary glands? 
What can be done for them? 
A—.Salivary atones are caused by obstruction 
of the salivary' duct, usually due to infection. The 
obstruction may cause the gland to swell. Occa­ 
sionally the stones may pass from the duct into 
the mouth spontaneously, but more often they 
must be removed surgically. This is a relatively 
simple operation. 
Q— What is morphea? What is the best treat­ 
ment for it? 
A—Morphea is a localized form of scleroderma, 
a chronic discase the cause of which is not known. 
Certain areas of the skin become thick and hard. 
If this is a hairy area the hair is lost. The small 
veins of the sk*n may become prominent. 
The disease may persist for as long as IO 
years. 
As it progresses there may be some 
in­ 
volvement of the internal organs. 
For thir reason, your doctor should give you 
an ulcer diet and acid-neutralizing medicines in 
order to prevent a peptic ulcer. 
The treatment 
is medical - not surgical—and relies chiefly on 
adrenal steroids such as prednisone and prediso- 
lone. 
Q—I have had multiple sclerosis for almost 20 
years. 
My left leg is so weak it bows outward 
when I put my weight on it. Would a brace for 
one cr both my legs help me walk? 
A—In p e r s o n s with multiple sclerosis improve­ 
ment sometimes occurs spontaneously, but you 
can’t count on it. 
Meanwhile, mechanical aids should be used. 
An orthopedic surgeon or a specialist in physical 
medicine should be able to see that you get the 
kind of mechanical aids best suited to your needs.
